Washington, Jan 
20.— As a result 
of a conference at the W h ite House it 
was decided to reject the bid of Oliver 


Sr. Bangs who proposed to complete 
the construction of the Panama canal 
for 6.75 per cent of the total estimated 
oost, insofar as Anson 
Vt. Bangs of 
New York city Is concerned. 
W h ile 
no official statement was given out at 
the W h ite House, it can he authori­ 
tatively 
stated 
that, 
lf W illiam 
J 
Oliver of Knoxville, Tenn., can enter 
into a satisfactory arrangement with 
some other contractor 
who is finan­ 
cially responsible he will be given the 
contract for the 
construction of the 
canal. 
The fact that the McArthur Gilles­ 
pie company of New York, whose hid 
for the construction of the canal was 
12.5 per cent, were represented at the 
conference, leads many of the Inter­ 
ested parties to believe 
that a com­ 
bination may he formed between that 
firm and Mr. Oliver. 
The decision reached at the W h ite 
House means that Mr. Oliver will bo 
given a chance 
to take some 
other 
contractor into partnership with him 
whose financial responsibility meets 
the satisfaction of 
the government. 
The canal 
commission, with 
this re- 
auirement met, w ill not undertake to 
dictate 
to him who 
this contractor 
shall be. 


May Reject All Bids. 


The question of rejecting all bids 
was discussed at the cabinet meeting 
and his decision had been practically 
agreed upon 
before the 
conference. 
Secretary Taft, w ill make known to 
Mr. Oliver the decision that has been 
reached and 
if the 
arrangement is 
satisfactory to Mr. Oliver he w ill be 
given several days 
In which to ar­ 
range a satisfactory agreement with 
some other 
contractor who 
can de­ 
posit tim required cash security. 
On 
the other hand, if Mr. Oliver refuses 
to consider the contract after the re­ 
jection of Mr. Bangs, the canal com­ 
mission w ill issue a call for new bids. 
Anson M. Bangs of New York, who 
was rejected by the canal commission, 
was the contractor for the Soo canal 
locks. 
He is president of the Federal 
Construction company 
of New York 
city, which is capitalized 
at $2,000,- 
000. 
The hoard of directors of that 
company consists of Anson M. Bangs, 
John F. Donovan and Jam es Hughes. 
Mr. Bangs is a brother-in-law of John 
F. Gnynor, 
of the 
firm of 
Green & 
Gaynor, who were 
implicated with 
Captain Carter in the Savannah, Ga., 
harbor engineer frauds case.

The attorney general also alleges In 
his application that the Great North­ 
ern 
Railw ay 
company, which 
now 
owns the St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Manitoba 
Railw ay company, 
issued 
watered stock In connection with the 
purchase of the Manitoba road upon 
which it is now paying dividends, and 
.ie r is k s that th" Great Northern he 
required to show whether this stock 
has any further Baht to recognition 
as a part nf Us capitalization 
The primary object of the appliea 
Mon Is to collect from the Great North­ 
ern company a 4 per cent gross earn 
logs tax on that part of Bs system em 
braced I y the St. Paul, M innearolis 
and Manitoba railway. 
Tn 
19b.r> the 
aross earnings tax on railroads was 
raised 
from 2 to 
4 per 
cent. 
The 
Great Northern refused to pay a 4 per 
cent tax on the St Paul, Minneapolis 
and Manitoba road, on the ground that 
according to the provisions of its orig! 
nal territorial charter it was exempt 
from making 
this payment, 
as the 
charter specifically provided that the 
company never should be called upon 
to pay more than a 3 per cent tax up­ 
on Its g’ oss earnings. 
The attorney general 
alleges that 
when tho Manitoba road became the 
property of the Great Northern road 
in 139(1 it ceased to exist, and after the 
statutory one year 
had elapsed Its 
charter became void. 
The Great Northern road has paid 
but 3 per cent gross earnings tax on 
the St. Paul, Minneapolis and Manito­ 
ba road for 1905.

per cent tax for 1905 amounts to $120,- 
noo, for which amount the attorney 
genet a! brought suit 
in the Ram sey 
county district 
court.

Berlin, Jan 
26.— The 
govprnmcm 
has won a definite victory in the gen­ 
eral election held for a new retchstag. 
The Liberal, Radical and Conservative 
parties, supporting Prince 
von Bile- 
low’s colonial 
policy, have 
won at 
least twenty seats, but more import­ 
ant to the government than the sue 
cess of its colonial plans is the smash­ 
ing defeat administered to the Social­ 
ists, who w ill lose seventeen or eigh­ 
teen seats. 
This Is the first election 
since 1887 that the Socialists have not 
increased their representation in th* 
relchstag by from five to twenty seats 
They have lost especially In several 
large cities, among these places being 
Breslau. 
Halle, Magdeburg, 
Leipzig 
and Koenigsberg. The clerical Center 
holds almost 
all of its 
former IOO 
seats, having lost one or two to the 
Poles In Silesia 
There Is a possibil­ 
ity, however, that reballotings in the 
undecided districts may lose one or 
two more seats to the Center party. 
The 
Conservatives have 
won six 
seats, two from the anti-Semites, two 
from the National 
Liberals, and two 
from the Socialists. 
Reballoting probably w ill be neces­ 
sary in 175 constituencies so that com­ 
plete returns 
w ill not be 
In before 
Feb. 5. 
Certain districts in Upper Bavaria 
that are snowbound have not yet been 
beard from, but they are considered 
safe for the Center party. 


Crowds Became Enthusiastic. 


W hen it became evident at a late 
hour at night that 
the government 
had won, immense crowds streamed 
from the neighborhood of the newspa­ 
per offices toward 
the palace in the 
W ilhelm strasse 
of 
Chancellor 
von 
Endow . 
The people massed in front 
of the building and sang “ Heil dir Im 
Siegerkranz” (hail to thee, 
with the 
crown of victory). 
Prince von Puelow came out and 
addressed the crowd. 
The assembled multitude burst into 
enthusiastic cheering and soon after 
set off for the imperial palace. 
Pu t 
on reaching the castle bridge over the 
Spree a strong body of police opposed 
the crowd and forced 
it back with 
some violence. 
The 
people 
then formed 
in line 
again and marched down lin te r den 
Linden to the palace 
of the crown 
prince, Frederick W illiam , where they 
sang and cheered. The crown princess 
appeared upon a balcony of the palace 
and bowed repeatedly to the people. 
The crowd then quietly broke up and 
dispersed. 
Never before bas Berlin known such 
after-election 
enthusiasm and 
noisy 
demonstrations by singing and cheer­ 
ing crowds. 
Five Policemen, a Prison Warden and 
One Terrorist Killed. 


Grodno, Russia, Jan. 26.— As a re­ 
sult of a general 
exchange of shots 
between the authorities and a number 
of terrorists on the street of Grodno, 
five policemen, a prison warden and 
one terrorist were killed and a num­ 
ber of persons were wounded. 
The trouble started when two men, 
without warning, 
shot and 
killed a 
prison warden. 
The 
assailants fled, 
one of them taking refuge in a church 
and the ether In a private house. They 
were pursued by the police, and three 
policemen, who had 
effected the ar­ 
rest of the man in the church, were 
attacked 
by the 
assembled 
crowd, 
fired upon and killed. 
The terrorist 
escaped. 
Tfce police then proceeded 
to the house where the second man 
had hidden and as they approached 
the building ho opened fire and killed 
two of his pursuers. 
At this stage of 
the fighting troops were called out 
and fired a volley, killing the man who 
had hidden in the house and wounding 
several persons.

A h tho city council, on Monday even­ 
ing, will consider and determine the 
m atter of providing power to operate 
tho light plant, we publish below the 
reports of Engineer Cappelin on the 
m atter, and also a communication of 
Mr. A. Ousdahl giving the comparative 
cost, as he figures it, of power as pro­ 
posed by tho Brainerd Hydro Electric 
Power company and as can be produced 
by producer gas engines.

In considering tho eloc 
trio power proposition subm itted to you 
by the Hydro-Electric Power company, 
it is well to know the rates or cost per 
k. vv., for like service in other cities, 
and also the cost of production under 
municipal 
ownership.

understand 
th at tho proposed franchise or contract 
stipulates tile minimum purchase of 
(KXI,CKX) k. w. per year, at a fixed charge 
of $12,000 or 61,(XX) per month. 
This is 
equal to a rate of 2 cents or more per 
k. vv. 
In excess of said COO,(XX), they 
want a rate of 2 cents per k. w. 
To one not familiar with electrical 
terms, these quantities or figures appear 
like Greek does to me, not understood. 
In order to determine the comparative 
cost per k. vv. or per horse power, it is 
necessary to know w hat these terms 
mean. 
Tho practical unit of electric 
energy or rate or work is called a “ watt,” 
it is a thousandth part of a kilow att, 
in other words, one k. w. is equal to 
I,(XX) 
watts. 
Tho term “watt hour” 
means the electric energy of one watt 
expended in one hour. 
A “Kilo watt 
hour” means the electric energy of one 
thousand watts expended in one hour. 
The term “horse power” means tho 
energy required to raise 33,000 pounds 


one foot in one minute. 
A 
“horse* ( 
power hour” means the energy required 
to raise 3.3,CKK) pounds 00 feet in one i 
hour. 
A “horse power hour” equivalent 
to the expenditure of 746 watts in one 
hour, or in other words, 716 watt hours 
is equal to one horse power hour. 
In estimating the cost of power it is 
necessary to know tho length of time 
such power will be in uso. 
For instance, 
this city pays now a rontnl of $1,500 
per year for its power, which can bo 
used at any or all times. 
In case tho 
city should be able to renew this con­ 
tract, it has been said it will cost at 
least 310.(X) to $15.00 per h. p., a price 
which is thought by many to be very 
high> Lot us see 
om pa ring this 
rate by the proposed rate of 2 cents per 
k. m. 
Assuming th at the city will own tho 
waterworks for which it will use, say 50 
h. p., which must run constantly. 
As 
previously stated, it required 716 watt 
hours per horse-power hour, and as we
